As a result of 
this enlargement be bad become unable 
to swallow, had great difficulty iu 
breathing and suffered excruciatiug 
pains in the bead. To save bis life it 
was necessary to reduce the aneurism. 
and to ds that the hospital physicians 
had recourse to what Is known as 
"Corridi's operation." 


Mcllhatton was able to talk to his 


wife live minutes after the task of the I 
surgeon was completed and is reported 
as doing well. 


The operation was performed by 


Professor E. W. Holmes, surgeon in 
chief at the Samaritan hospital, as- 
sisted by Dr. Dietrich, Dr. Snivel}' and 
Dr. Flnck. Many men prominent in 
the profession were spectators. 


Cocaine was applied to the affected 


portion of the r.orta, the dist-ase lying 
In the transverse section, or arch, of 
that artery. 


A hollow porcelain covered needle 


tvas introduced Into the aneurism, and 
l section of gold wire fifteen feet long 
,ras passed through the hollow of tho 
Instrument and permitted to coil in the 
diseased region. The wire was then 
connected with a galvanic battery, and 
the circuit was completed by the plac- 
ing of a negative plate upon the pa- 
tient's back, and a current of live mil- 
Ihimperes was turned on. This was In- 
creased at regular intervals until It 
had attained a strength of eighty millt- 
ampcres and one hour's time had been 
consumed.

OPERATION FOR ANEURISM. 


The "Show" and the Showy People.

Klectrlc Current. 


The life of Frank Mcllhatton of 


8107 North Bancroft street, Philadel- 
phia, has beeu saved by uu exceeding' 
ly rare surgical operation, only nine 
other cases being recorded. 


The man was suffering from an aneu- 


rism or dilation of the great artery 
which extended three inches above the 
base of the breastbone and was three 
and a half inches wide. As a result of 
this enlargement he had become unable 
to swallow, had great difficulty in 
breathing and suffered excruciating 
pains in the head. To save his life it 
was necessary to reduce the aneurism, 
and to do that the hospital physicians 
had recourse to what Is known as 
"Corridi's operation." 


Mcllhatton was able to talk to his 


•wife five minutes after the task of the 
surgeon was completed and is reported 
as doing well. 


The operation was performed by 


Professor E. W. Holmes, surgeon in 
chief at the Samaritan hospital, as- 
sisted by Dr. Dietrich, Dr. Snively and 
Dr. Finck. Many men prominent in 
the profession were spectators. 


Cocaine was applied to the affected 


portion of the aorta, the disease lying 
!u the transverse section, or arch, of 
that artery. 
A hollow porcelain covered needle 


was introduced into the aneurism, and 
i section of gold wire fifteen feet long 
was passed through the hollow of the 
Instrument and permitted to coil in the 
diseased region. The wire was then 
connected with a galvanic battery, and 
the circuit was completed by the plac- 
ing of a negative plate upon the pa- 
tient's back, and a current of five mil- 
liamperes was turned on. This was in- 
creased at regular intervals until it 
had attained a strength of eighty milli- 
amperes and one hour's time had been 
consumed. 


Mcllhatton 
experienced 
immediate 


relief, and the operation from a sur- 
gical standpoint was pronounced flaw- 
less. The application of the electrical 
current caused coagulation of the con- 
tents of the aneurism, which thereby 
shrank, relieving the pressure upon the 
lungs and larynx.

er. This is due. in part, to its being 
constantly used to express emotion and 
also to the peculiar but no less well 
recognized fact that when the mouth 
is somewhat crooked a greater effect 
can be produced than when it is open- 
ed quite straight. 
Example after ex- 


ample could be cited, but for obvious 
reasons names may not be mentioned. 
At one time it was considered the mark 
of the low comedian, for nearly every 
one of them had a mouth twisted ei- 
ther to the right or left as the result of 
"mugging." 
Some of the most serious 


actors—even those- tvitb a reputation 
for beauty—could, however, be pointed 
to as possessing the same characteris- 
tic, which has also been observed with 
not a few opera singers of the first 
rank.—London Tatler

The committee had called 
for bids on the proposition, b\it only 
one paper responded, this being the 
Pittsville Pilot, which paper, 
ap- 


parently fearing that the work would 
get away from them entirely, offered 
to do the publishing at 
'&}/, cents a 


folio. 
The board decided to pay each 


paper that published the proceedings 
the sum of twenty cents per folio. 


The meeting of the board as a 


whole was quite interesting, as there 
a 
number of questions before the 


body of a legal character that were 
interesting to listen to. 
The greater 


number 
of these passed off with 


only good natured talk on the part of 
the board, the only thing that took 
011 anything of a serious nature being 
the equalization. It is interesting to 
note the difference in the value of 
property when it is being sold and 
when the assessor is around. 


The people of Wood county cer- 


tainly have no cause to find fault 
with the length of time the board 
takes in transacting the business of 
the county.
